La., Sept. 19.— More than 
700 towns and villages in Iowa now 
are shipping points where livestock 
is being handled on a co-operative 
basis, according to a survey just 
completed 
by Dr. 
E. 
G. Nourse, 
head of the agricultural economics 
departments at Iowa State college 
here. 
Iowa is surrounded by seven prin­ 
cipal 
livestock 
m arkets and 
has 
eleven minor packing centers within 
the borders of the state or only a 
short distance outside. 
The first co-operative live-stock 
shipping association in the state was 
formed 
at 
Postville, 
Allamakee, 
county, to 1904. For several years 
growth of the movement was con­ 
fined to counties in the northeastern 
part of the state. In 1916, were 
years later, there were but 57 act­ 
ive associations. 
In 1919 and 1920 
popular enthusiasm become general. 
130 associations being fonhed 'in 
11919 
and 
311 
being tormed 
in 
1920, making a total of 610 sep­ 
arate associations now in operation. 
Available figures indicate a move­ 
ment of 181,224 cars of livestock 
from all shipping points In the 
state in 1920. 
It is estimated that 
49,754 cars were handled by co­ 
operative associations, or approxi­ 
mately 27.5. percent of the total 
business of the state for the year. 
The average value of a car is re­ 
ported ut $2,076.74, indicating that 
co-operatives handled cars to the 
value of $103,326,121.96 in 1920.

The advantage of improved farm 
practices as demonstrated on the 
most successful farms in the county 
where the agent is employed are 
called to the attention of farmers 
in their territory.

Good Housekeepers Have Few Fires 


I 
T IS axiomatic thai tho home of 
the careful, conscientious house­ 
keeper seldom is visited by fire 
since she never permits the accumula­ 
tion of rubbish nor allows other ob­ 
viously dangerous conditions to re­ 
main unattended to. 
Every housewife should insist, in 
tile interest of her family’s safety, 
that the heating and cooking ap­ 
paratus of the home should be made 
ss free from danger as possible. She 
should see that the stove, lf It is not 
of the built-in kind, stands at least 
eight inches from the wall and above 
the floor, and that the nearest wood­ 
en surfaces are protected with sheet 
metal or asbestos board. 
If metal 
alone Is used, there should be an air 
space behind It. 
Smokepipes should 
have ventilated metal thimbles where 
they enter walls or partitions and 
should he at least eight inches from 
the celling tor woodwork. 
Smoke­ 
pipes containing accumulations of 
soot are likely to overheat and cause 
Are, and they should therefore be 
cleaned thoroughly at least once a 
year.

“Cold" Ashes That W ere S o l 
’ 
The housewife should never permit 
towels or other Inflammable materials 
to he hung close to the stove to dry. 


Wet clothing, also, if placed too near 
a heater or open fire is likely to be­ 
come ignited. Ashes should never be 
put into wooden receptacles. 
The 
coals are often very much alive when 
they are thought to be burnt out, 
and may smolder for hours and then 
burst into flame when no one is 
about. 
There was an instance where 
supposedly cold ashes placed in a 
wooden box on a back porch started 
a Are that destroyed almost the en­ 
tire house. 
Fires often occur in the kitchen 
.'rom the Ignition of grease or fat. 
Like oil Ares, such blames should be 
smothered with salt, sand or with a 
chemical extinguisher, since water 
only spreads them. A sauce-pan cover 
Is also effective when the fire Is 
smalL 


Careless Smokers 
The smoking habit constitutes on# 
of our chief fire causes, and every 
wife and mother should educate the

is 
the Improperly constructed fireless 
cooker. 
The insulating filler should 
always be of some strictly * non­ 
inflammable substance and never of 
excelsior, paper, ground cork or other 
combustible material. 


TOOfOOOfOOO Matches a Bsf 
“Children and matches’* form a 
combination that is found with re­ 
grettable frequency among the list 
of fire causes. 
Practically all re­ 
ports Issued by the various state Are 
marshals contain this item. Matches 
of the “strike anywhere” variety are 
left lying carelessly about, instead 
of being kept In china or metal re­ 
ceptacles out of the reach of childish 
hands, and the result is that the 
little ones And them and adopt them 
as playthings, too often with seri­ 
ous consequences. There was a little 
boy In a Massachusetts town who 
was left alone by his mother while 
she attended to her marketing. When 
she returned she found him dead 
upon Uia kitchen floor, his clothing 
burned off his body. 
The evidence 
Indicated clearly that he had been 
playing with matches. 
The only un­ 
usual feature o f the occurrence was 
that the house Itself did not catch 
fir*
